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EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1.312.

The application has been amended as follows: In the first paragraph of the 
specification after "2001," include -now U.S. Patent No. 6,730,092,-. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art 
fails to disclose all of the limitations of claims including, "the tapered surface portion 
being substantially longer than the radiused surface portion" (claim 1); "a 
decompression device constructed to be arranged between the vertebrae for 
maintaining spacing between facing surfaces of the vertebrae" (claim 2); "flexing the 
cables in the axial bores against elongate tapered surfaces therein (claim 6); and 
"adjacent vertebrae having a decompression device therebetween" (claim 7).
